The Whims of n Willed Author. 


A corresdondent of (lie San Francisco 


Chronicle, "writing from London, says : 


Charles tloade, the t'amoiis novelist, is so 


odd and inconsislanl, a felluw that, if he 
should be presented truthfully in a woik of 
fiction by any of his brother authors, lie 
would be pretty certain to pronounce it an 
entirely unnatural, indeed, an impossible 
character. 
Lilte so many other gifted men 


who have deep insight and wide knowledge 
of human nature, he is incapable of under- 
standing himself. Just \ybat ha thinks of 
himself, beyond the conviction iliat he is 
an astounding gento, it would be hard to 
say; but it is perfectly plain to every body 
acquainted with him that Charles Heade as 
lie really is and Charles Keade aa he im- 
agines himself to be are two absolute dis- 
tinct beings. It is the business of your cor- 
respondent to describe the novelist as he 
appears to others, although there is very 
little doubt that, if ho should ever see this 
sketch, he will declare it to be a complete 
caricature. 
Keade is a gentleman by birth 


and education, though the very reverse of a 
gentle man wiien his favorite opinions hap- 
pen to bccontrovetted or his abundant prej- 
udices are aroused. He is the youngest sou 
of John Keade, a substantial country gen- 
tleman of 
Ipsdeu House, Oxfordshire; 


showed unmistakable talent iu his studies, 
and was graduated at Mugclaleu College, 
Oxford, where he so distinguished himself 
as to secure a fellowship. This was desir- 
able—a fellowship in Univcisities heicis.you 
know, a foumlatiou for the maiiilonnnco, 
on certain conditions, ot a tesidcnt scholar 
—because Charles, being the younger son, 
could inherit nothing from his f.ither's es- 
tate, all of which went, by the law of prim- 
ogeniture, to the lirst-boru. i)ut the young 
man had no idoa ol passing his life, or any 
part of it, in the University, lie was de- 
lermined either to study law, or pursue lit- 
erature, for which he had early displayed a 
decided predilection; aud he came hilher 
with the former intent. At twetity-niue he 
was called to the bar as a member of Lin- 
coln's lun ; but he never practiced, aud lie 
says now that he never seriously purposed 
practicing; that he mole a course of law 
simply to aid him iu wilting novels. lie is 
not a man to comprehend his own aims iu 
ihe past, albeit ho is very sincere iu believ- 


_: many things of himself that have no 


foundation in truth, lie told and wrote 
stories from his boyhood, and has had all 
his life the deepest interest in fiction, lie 
lead, I hear, all of Scott's novels before he 
was twelve years old, and while at college 
absorbed the contents of at least half a 
dozen volumes of fiction v^eekly. 


The processes of his rniud are very rapid, 


and he has an instinct for getting at the 
i'nings he wants to know, which, to tho au- 
thor, is of exceeding value. Some of his 
boyish romances are asseited to have becu 
very clever, considering his age. 
i have 


been told that he very carefully keeps all 
the manuscript he has ever made (L deem 
this probable, for he is supremely in love 
will) his own nerfi»"»""-flsj. though be will 
admit nothing uf the suit. One ot Ins 
fears is said to be that some publisher will 
get hold of his juvenile efforts and issue 
Llieiu as "new novels by Cbailes Heade." 
Such things have often beeu done by pub- 
lishers, and it is not strange tliat autbois of 
reputation should have some such diead. 
It may be that, standing under this shadow, 
Keade resolutely disavows having in his po- 
sessiun a bit of early writing which any 
reckless, purloining publisher could put lo 
use. Keade wrote stories anonymotiijly at 
first for weeklies aud magazines, and oven 
issued, I think, several novels which failed, 
however, to attract any special attention. 
The novel which first singled him out as a 
man of freshness and force was 


'TECl 1VOWISOTON," 


believed by many to be even now the best 
of his works. 
Any such intimation is 


deeply resented, however, by the author, 
who naturally does not wish to have it 
thought that he has not advanced intellec- 
tually in more, 'than thiUy-fivc years. 
A 


story is told of a young provincial English- 
man, who had come dnwn to London to see 
its lions, and was making their acquaint- 
ance as rapidly as time wonkl permit. 
Having beeu presented lo Heade one even- 
ing at a club, be wished to say something 
pleasant, and referred to "Wofflnglon" as 
one ofthe best novels of the lime, aud the 
very best which, in his judgment, ihe nov- 
elist had written. Beade Hew iuto a passion 
atouce, declaring that any man who was 
d 
d fool enough lo hold such an opinion 


ought not to be permitted to express it out- 
side of a lunatic asylum, with other violence 
of speech which overwhelmed the unfortu- 
nate JJriton with mortification and caused 
him to leave the club house with the words 
that "Mr. Reade is a very extiaordinary 
gentleman," as ho certainly is. "Peg Wof- 
h'ugtou" sold very largely, was translated 
into several modern languages, and after- 
ward dramatized by the author and pro- 
nounced a successson the stage, with which 
it continues to bo a favorite. The actress 
who Is tho heroine of the tale is a very llal- 
teriug portrait of a by no means btainle; 
original. Margaret Woflington was a very 
attractive, vivacious creature in real life. 
Of very humble Irish parentage, she began 
her theatrical career at nine years, aud 
evinced a high order of histrionic ability. 
At tweuty-onn she came here, and p'iay 
ed with brief interruptions at Covert Gar- 
den until her retirement, nineteen years 
after. She had any number of lovers, 
many of them distinguished in various 
walks of life. One ol her most popular 
parts was Sir Harry Wildair in Varquhar's 
comedy of "Tlio Constant Couple." She 
was invariably greeted in it with enthusias- 
tic applause. "Wellington" was quickly 
succaedod by "Christie Johnstone," much 
in Hie sania vein as the other, and was:-al- 
luost equally well received. 
Those two 


stories established Bcade's fame, and in- 
sured for him a prosperous career in fiction. 
Three or four years after appealed, In the 
'USual three-volume form, "Kever Too Late 
to Mend," which increased, his reputation, 
and has, perhaps, been more widely read 


than any of his works. Since then he has 
picducedsomu twenty novels in all, among 
them the "Course of True Love," "White 
Lies ;" "Love Mu Liltle. Love Me Long,'' 
"Cloister 
and 
the- 
Hearth," 
"Grim'tli 


Gaunt,'1 "Very Haul Cash," "Put Youraulf 
in His Place." "A Terrible Temptation," 
"Kighlh Commandment," and "A Woman 
Hater." 
The last he published anony- 


mously, fancying that certain critics had 
such a prejudice against him that they 
would not and could not do him justice. 
He is full of all manner of crotchets,'and so 
prodigiously vain and egotistic that it u 
next to impossible lo got o u w i i h h i u i at 
times, parlk'uiaily if you do not know his 
idiosyncrasies. 
Despite his I.mils, wind 


lio near the surface, he is n kind liearled, 
bravo, generous, wholly independent, man- 
ly fellow. His intimates do not mind bis 
occasional bursts of temper, confident that 
he will soon be very amiable and serene 
again. He hates injustice aud oppression 
iu every shape, and lias the spirit of a tiuo 
leformer, 
All his recent novels have b. ci 


directed to reforming abuses. He says that 
lie can no longer afford to write with no 
higher object than entertainment; that the 
uoble and only worthy end ofh'ctiou is to 
correct evils iu society and the Stale. He 
has done a deal of practical good, as, for in- 
stance, in bringing before the public the 
outrages perpetrated in lunatic asylums in 
"Very Hard Cash," aud in pointing out tho 
mischief of trades unions in "Put Yourself 
in His Place." You must have seen more 
or less about his beliel in the necessity uf 
teaching the use of both hands—ambidex- 
terity—and the zeal with which ho urges it. 
If any one does not see in it all thu im- 
portance that ho sees, his choler rises and 
lie explodes with a volley of epithets. 
Not 


only is he impatient of opposition, he seems 
to insist that everybody shall indorse his 
opinions immediately on pain of his severe 
displeasure and denunciation. He is en- 
raged when his novels aie criticised, re- 
garding 
criticism as a national alTront. 


Vou may remember that be brought suit for 
libel against some American newspaper—I 
misremeruber the name now—which had 
spoken of "Griffith Gaunt" as immoral, and 
privately he swore about tho charge for a 
number of months. Koade seems to have 
no self-discipline.

Keade is a methodical 
worker, usually spending from four to seven 
houis daily in his library, three or four of 
these at his desk, pen in hand.

He is a gieal frequenter of the 
theatres, especially of green rooms, and has 
had many many fliitations with aetre-s&es, 
whom ho particniarly ail'ects. Jlis Ht-eiary 
judgments are often singular; if he were 
asked who is the greatest novelist living, 
he would be likely lo say "Charles Keade."

A patent for fourteen years 
was obtained for them in 1800', and the fac- 
tory of the Boston owners at Bucksfielil, 
Me., used from three to five- thousand cords 
of wood yearly and turned out incalculable 
quantities.

A 102 
oi.v n-ei, long ami aooul eighiceu mclics iu 
diameter was placed in a machine, where 
bevel knives cut it in each direction aud 
.urued out the toothpicks ready for market. 
About eighteen months ugo another Boston 
firm stalled a factory In the woods of Ohio 
and used similary machinery. The price 
then began tumbling and fell to twenty 
cents at retail, then to eighteen, fourteen 
and twelve. Of late ihe original manufac- 
turers have reduced the figure to ten cenls 
orciiht con's at wholesale, and icporl their 
antagonists on the verge of stoppage.—

The advocates of a national system of in- 


spection make oul a strong case, so far as 
.he dangers of tlio disease aro concerned, 
hut they omit to stale that the methods al- 
•eady in use have recently proved very cf- 
icacious. Lasl vyinter, owing to reports of 
the prevalence of the disease In Now York 
:ity and in tho stables ou Long Island, 
ien. Patrick was appointed a Commissioner 
jy Gov. Robinson, and Prof. Low, of Cor- 
icll Univeisity, was called Into use as a 
veterinary expert. Considerable infection 
vas found in Now York.

hows tliat up to Sept. 1, the number of 
nfecled stables discovered was 07, and the 
mmher of infected cattle 470. Of liieso 
cases, HO were slaughtered at the offal 
dock, and the rest rigidly quarantined. The 
disease is now rapidly declining, according
